Spread by Wreck Is Scraped Away 


THAMESVILLE, Ont., Sept. 19 
m@—An army of volunteers today 
scraped 25,000 pounds of 
poisonous cyanide flakes acciden- 
tally spilled through the center 
ol town. 

The 1,100 townspeople’ sighed 
their relief tonight in the midst

Neutralizing chemicals were 
being sped here under police es 
cort to destroy the last menace 
to the town’s water supply. 

The sodium cyanide was spilled 
for more than 300 feet along the

‘When a City Grows 
It Grows All Over? 


As pointed out in an editorial yester- 
day‘on this page, Georgia’s large and 
growing cities are finding it difficult to 
raise enough money to finance expand- 
ing services required by growth. They 
must depend upon higher and higher ad 
valorem levies, a fact which tends to 
discourage home ownership and real es- 
tate development. 

Yesterday City Comptroller Earl 
Landers pointed out that the city’s car- 
ryover this year will be considerably 
less than last year’s $2,856,563. He also 
predicted that the 1958 budget probably 
will be higher than any in the past sev- 
eral years, presumably without including 
the additions and salary raises for the 
police department recommended by the 
Institute of Public Administration. 

If services are to be maintained at 
the level of this year, the budget is bound 
to be higher. It’s simply a matter of 
economics of population and business 
growth. And taxable property never quite 
keeps pace with population growth and 
new developments during any one year do 
not yield taxes until the following year. 

But as we pointed out when the police 
department recommendations were is- 
sued, the community will get only the 
type of services for which it is willing to 
pay. If it wants these to keep pace with 
growth, its people somehow must find the 
money. The city’s excellent credit rating 
shows they have been willing to do so in 
the past. 

Limited by law on the type of taxes 
they may impose, Atlanta and other Geor- 
gia cities in time must have more leeway 
to alleviate the burden on real estate as 
their principal source of revenue. Atlan- 
ta’s Mayor Hartsfield expresses the com- 
mon problem rather well in saying, 
“When a city grows, it grows all over.”

Gov. Albert Benjamin Chandler, who 
parlayed the nickname “Happy,” a dazzling 
smile and political shrewdness into a ca- 
reer which made him governor, U. S. sen- 
ator and now governor once more, is 
visiting in our town and state. 

Amiable and relaxed, as is his wont, 
the Kentuckian created a hundred or so 
new Kentucky colonels, and had a good 
time talking and saying things which get 
his name into the news.

These Steps Will Ease 
City’s Traffic Tangle 


The decision as to whether Atlanta 
motorists bog deeper into a traffic mire 
or receive a lift from the present ruts now 
rests squarely with the mayor and board 
of aldermen. 

New parking bans on major thor- 
oughfares and speed zoning, as proposed 
by traffic engineer Karl Bevins and -ap- 
proved by the traffic and transportation 
commission, are absolutely essential in 
alleviating the present problem. 

And it should be noted that, with a 
lone exception, this set of parking bans 
is On an around-the-clock basis. Part- 
time restrictions have proven ineffective 
and should be abandoned altogether in 
favor of rigidly enforced measures pro- 
hibiting street parking at any hour. 

By all means, let the mayor and al- 
dermen ratify the commission’s recom- 
mendations and continue the search for 
further ways of coping with the situation 
of street congestion which, in the absence 
of realistic treatment, would have only 
one way to go. That’s from bad to worse.

Mr. Dulles Comes Up 
With Still Another Line 


Secretary of State Dulles’ prediction 
that in a few years the development of 
tactical nuclear weapons may enable the 
Western powers to defend themselves 
against a nonnuclear attack by the Soviet 
Union is encouraging. 

This, of course, is a retreat from Mr. 
Dulles’ “massive retaliation” doctrine an- 
nounced in 1954 which pledged the United 
States to all-out nuclear war in case of 
armed attack by the Russians on any of 
our allies. 

There’s much to be said for the new 
line. It is inconceivable that Russia or 
any other nation would invite world de- 
struction in an all-out nuclear war. On 
the other hand, the fear of limited aggres- 
sion by conventional forces remains. 
Whether such a war could be kept from 
expanding into an atomic holocaust is the 
threat which today hangs over all man- 
kind. 

If tactical atomic weapons are being 
developed which can deter invasion by 
conventional forces without resorting to 
attacks on whole populations, the chances 
for peace greatly will be enhanced. 

But again the temptation to depend 
upon defensive weapons and positions 
must not lull us into apathy. With de- 
velopment of the ballistic missile, the 
danger of surprise attack which bypasses 
all defense lines becomes even greater. 

Mr. Dulles’ suggestions are a little out 
of line with current Pentagon economy 
policies which are sacrificing manpower 
and conventional tactics to all-out concen- 
tration on offensive nuclear power. The 
Dulles’ program will cost a lot of money. 

At any rate, the softening of the “mas- 
sive retaliation” line will be welcomed 
by all those nations which have lived in 
dread of certain destruction in any nu- 
clear war involving the United States and 
Russia. It was about time the secretary 
got wise to the fact the latter existed and 
was contributing to the growth of neu- 
tralism in Europe, Asia and Africa.

Atlanta—Having driven an auto- 
mobile very close to one million 
miles without an accident more 
serious than a scraped fender, I 
feel qualified to comment on the 
ever-growing and serious prob- 
lem of traffic fatalities in this 
country. 

Driving is a necessity in my 
business, which is also the case 
of millions of others driving to 
and from work or across country. 
It seems that most accidents are 
caused by joy riders out purely 
for pleasure. While I have no ob- 
jection to teen-age drivers, it 
seems that about 90 per cent of 
the drivers: who whiz past me -on 
the wrong side ducking in and out 
of traffic lanes and vidlating al- 
most every law of the road are 
under the age of 21 years. 

I would like to suggest some 
effort be made to pass laws that 
would require every person driv- 
ing a car to attend at least a one- 
day driving school before being 
issued a driver’s license. A fee 
of $10 for such license would be 
a small price to pay compared 
with a funeral. 

I would also like to suggest 
laws that would automatically 
take away the driver’s license 
for at least 60 days of every 
person arrested for speeding, 
when such person is under the 
age of 21 years. Furthermore, 
that any person arrested for 
speeding after having lost their 
driver’s license be confined for 
a period of one year with perma- 


nent loss of their driver’s license.. 


Perhaps this would make some 
of those who consider it ‘“‘smart” 
to drive like a crazy person take 
the handling of the world’s most 
dangerous weapon a little more 
seriously.

Disregard the Law 


WASHINGTON—The most frequent second- 
thought reaction here to the integration rebel- 
lion provoked by Gov. Orval Faubus of Arkansas 
was one of shocked surprise at the futility, ineptitude and silence of 


His temples. Let your mind dwell 
on these words: ‘The Lord is in 
His holy temple; let all the earth 
keep silence before Him.” 

As we experience Him within 
us, we learn the meaning of the 
words, “In quietness and confid- 
ence and strength for many rea- 
sons but mainly because as you 
surrender your will to His will, 
you find yourself walking at the 
pace He set just for you.”” One of 
our main troubles is we are al- 
ways running at someone else's 
speed. 

We see people who can take 
longer steps than. we can, who 
cover more ground than we do 
and we wear ourselves out pant- 
ing after the faster man. Trying 
to run at someone else’s speed, 
we not only fail to accomplish 
God's purposes for us but also we 
miss the beauties of the road as 
we rush along. As we come to 
know God and accept Him, we 
come to know and accept our- 
selves as He made us.

This is .the creeping paralysis 
that is slowly moving across the 
South through acts of state legis- 
latures which make it virtually 
impossible in some states and 
more and more difficult in others 
to begin in even the most gradual 
fashion to comply with the Su- 
preme Court decision. 


That takes us back again to 
the important political leaders 
and to something that assumes 
even more importance now than 
when they perpetrated it in early 
March of last year. 

This is the act of defiance, 
which came to be called ‘The 
Southern Manifesto,” that was 
drafted and signed by 19 Southern 
senators and 77 House members 
who pledged themselves to use 
“‘all lawful means” to reverse the 
Supreme Court decision and said, 
“We commend the motives of 
those states which have declared 
the intention to resist forced inte- 
gration by any lawful means.”

The tragedy for the South is 
that it is the elders, the lawmak- 
ers who long ago got out of 
school, who have taken it upon 
themselves to act for another gen- 
eration—the present school gen- 
eration—which, if it were allowed 
to speak and act for itself, would 
adjust without too much trouble 
to the changing order. At least 
reports from reputable interview- 
ers on newspapers indicate gen- 
erally a tolerant and conciliatory 
spirit among the young people of 
the South today. The decision 
should be theirs. 

It’s a wonder they react as tol- 
erantly as they do in the South 
when you see the example set 
by those they have been taught 
to look up to and respect—their 
representatives in public office.

nearly 200 planners from the 18-county region met in 


Atlanta Thursday to make 
derly growth. 
The North Georgia Conference 


for Planning and Development 
met at the invitation of the Met- 
ropolitan Planning Commission 


and the Georgia Power Co. It. 


heard panel discussions bring out 
the absolute necessity of planning 
for expanded industry and popu- 
lation. 


Elfred S. Papy, chairman of 
the conference and chairman of 
the Metropolitan Planning Com- 
mission, summed up the confer- 
ence findings this way: “This is 
one bridge we must cross before 
we get to it. Disorganization and 
working at cross purposes by all 
of the counties and municipalities 
involved will compound the 
natural confusion of growth.’’ 


The Thursday meeting was the | 


first of its kind in Georgia. 


The area involved is within a 
50-mile radius of Atlanta—con- 
sidered to be but one hour from 
the heart of the city when the 
new super-highways are _ con- 
structed. 

COUNTY PLANNING 

The morning panel, moderated 
by Howard Menhini regents’ 
professor of city planning at Geor- 
gia Tech, discussed how counties 
and communities could set up 
planning commissions and how 
each could obtain federal funds 
for its work. 

Members of the morning panel 
included federal officials, engi- 
neers, and members of various 
planning groups already in exist- 
ance. 

One attempt at passing a reso- 
lution by the conference was 
quickly squashed by Chairman 
Papy, who said that the group 
was an advisory one and did not 
intend to get into any contro- 
versial affairs.

It’s Spirit 
That Counts 


Some years ago I wrote a column which Irritated the makers 
of fine stationery to the point where advertisers complained and 
one writing paper manufacturer sent me a box of very elegant 
stationery with the snide remark that I doubtless did not appre- 
ciate nice things because I was unaccustomed to them. 

For all of 10 minutes I considered being grand and high- 
handed and sending his paper back to him. But by that time the 
children had thrown away the wrapping paper and were using the 
string to fly a kite or something. So I was not only faced with 
the baffling, insuperable dilemma of assembling paper, string 
and postage, but my wrath had evaporated. 


I swallowed my pride, used some of his very own stationery 
to write him a thank-you note, and have since impressed (I hope) 
school teachers with “Please excuse Susy” notes written on the 
finest, deckled-edged, high rag content bond. Needless to say, 
when the rare third-person invitation comes and I really should 
have a nice piece of paper on which to write a third-person reply, 
there’s none in the house on account of the children have used 
it all up in letters beginning, “Dear Benny Goodman” or ‘Dear 
Tab Hunter.” 


But what I started out to say is that I never more than 
fleetingly regretted the stand I took on the accouterments of 
letter writing. It was my conviction then—and it is more than 
ever now—that what you write on and with what are of practi- 
cally no importance. What is important to me is, first, the desire 
to write and, second, the content of the letter. 

This is brought home to me practically every day by the 
mail. For example, today I received a note from a League of 
Women Voters friend—and the paper she used more clearly identi- 
fied her to me than if she had used something ornamented with 
inch-high monograms. It was the back of a bill which was intro- 
duced at the last session of the Legislature! 


In the same mail was a grand letter from a Cuthbert friend 
written on tidy, neat paper, to be sure, but full of some cozy, 
friendlylike typos. “Sometimes it skips, sometimes it stalls,”’ 
my friend wrote, “but I am taking to heart your article—the 
time you wrote that you did not think we should be so finicky 
about the paper we used or the exact form termed correct in 
letter-writing. ’*Tis the spirit that counts.”’ 


And to show you how infinitely more interesting is this kind | 


of letter, she enclosed a snapshot of herself and four beautiful 
children. 


Now I realize letters written on nice paper don’t have to be | 


dull, but it is just my experience that the fat ones that enclose 
recipes, favorite quilt patterns, bits of poetry, pictures of the chil- 
dren or a prize tomato plant, and clippings, come in any old kind 
of envelope: Some of the best ones are on post cards or blue- 
lined paper filched from the children’s school notebooks and 
written in pencil. I’ve had letters written on the back of a page 
from the calendar, on seed catalogue order forms and once on a 
doctor's prescription pad! 

One busy correspondent frequently tears something out of a pa- 
per or magazine that he thinks I might enjoy and scribbles me a 
note on the margin. 

So | reiterate, them as has it can use their fine paper. But 
Cd hate to think the lack of same deterred one single would-be 
letter writer from taking pen in hand to speak his mind.

Flu Vaccine 
Fully Safe, 
State Says 


Asian flu vaccine is “‘extremely 
safe” and about 70 per cent effec- 
tive, the Georgia Health Depart- 
ment reported Thursday, 

Nineteen out of 20 persons will 
suffer no adverse effects whatso- 
ever from the vaccine, the de- 
partment assured. 

Most of those who do have some 
reaction will suffer only soreness 
in the area of the vaccination or 
perhaps some general aching, the 
report continued. 


Only in a very few cases are 
persons expected to lose any 
working time as a result of shots. 


Persons who are allergic to 
eggs should not take the vaccine, 
the department warned. That is 
because the vaccine is developed 
through the use of chicken em- 
bryos. 

The report also stated that about 
seven persons in every 10 will 
benefit from the vaccine if they 
receive it in advance of exposure. 


Such a figure is about average for 


flu vaccines in general, the report

situation in Little Rock when 
Faubus instructed national guards- 


men to bar Negroes from its Cen- | 


tral High School. 


If there was danger of violence, 
it was the governor’s duty to 
maintain order, Fulbright said. 
The governor has given the main- 
tenance of order as his reason 
for using the guardsmen. i 

The Democratic senator was 
interviewed during a lull in the 
proceedings at the Inter-Parlia- 
mentary Union meeting, which he 
is attending as a U.S. delegate. 

On integration, he said that he 
did not regard it as a panacea or 
a solution of all the South’s 
racial problems. He added that 
he did not know what the solu- 
tion was, and that he did not want 
to speculate. 

A solution would depend on how 
people ‘‘evolves’’ and how public 
opinion developed, he declared. 

Criticizing the Supreme Court 
decision on integration, he said 
that events in the South confirmed 
the view he held when it was 
handed down—that it would lead 
to trouble. 

He said the decision was pre- 
mature and that it was an attempt 
to legislate.

“I think what is overlooked is

way of life that has lasted a long 
time,”’ he continued. “It isn’t an 
easy transition. I think,.there has 
been remarkably little violence in 
view of the nature of the transi- 
tion.”’

With Tech and Georgia appearing on the same 
program Saturday at Grant Field, it would be an ap- 
propriate time for the Peach State to pay tribute to 
two of the finest coaches in football. 

if nothing more, alumni associations should present plaques to 
Wallace Butts and Bobby Dodd in appreciation for the enviable 
records prin apre — over the years. It would be fitting to 
stage a brief pre-game ceremony be- 
fore Tech tangles with Kentucky in the 
afternoon affair. 

No accurate check has been made, 
but it’s extremely doubtful if two 
coaches in one state ever achieved rec- 
ords comparable to these men. Cer- 
tainly no two coaches have sent as 
many teams to bowls from the same 
area.

& ae And only Butts has spent more time in 
an SEC coaching chair than Dodd, who 
will be launching his 13th campaign as 
boss at the Flats when Tech bangs into 
Kentucky. 

In an era when firing football 

Outlar coaches is fast becoming the favorite 
fad among alumni, these marks of longevity are remarkable. 

So are their overall records. During Butts’ regime, Georgia has 
won 117 games, lost 68 and tied nine. The Bulldogs, who had never 
betore visited a bowl or won an SEC crown, have made seven trips 
to holiday classics. 

Tech’s chart since Dodd assumed the reins reads 101-28-3. 

The Jacket mentor has been the most successful bowler in the 
history of football. Eight of his Tech teams have filled holiday 
engagements, and all sat on the winning bench. 

Needless to say, such amazing success has attracted attention 
in college and professional football circles. Combined, the two 
coaches have received a minimum of 20 offers from other sources. 
Some Southeastern Conference members have made overtures to 
Butts and Dodd, which were difficult to resist. And the pros have 
kept out the welcome mat. 


—The Coach Rejected a Franchise 

Most of the bids have appeared in print, but the most startling 
rejection a coach ever made recently came to light. It involved 
Butts. the Baltimore Colts and Lou Wolfson, one-time Georgia line- 
man and now a nationally known financier. 

The Collis were losing all their games on the field and the cash 
register was bare in 1951. Wolfson, who recently made an offer for 
the Brooklyn Dodger franchise, moved into the picture. 


\fter considerable dickering and legal hurdles, the path was 
cleared tor Wolfson to purchase the Colts. Commissioner Bert Bell 
had stamped his approval on the deal, and the mayor of Baltimore 


urged Woltson to move in. 

Vhere was only one hitch. Woifson was positive that he 
could lure Butts to Baltimore as a coach. No coach would be 
able to turn down such a proposition. 

Wolfson offered Butts half interest in the fr anchise, in addition

{o a whopping salary, to shift from Georgia to the Colts. But Butts 
stunned Wolfson by turning thumbs down. 

“I don’t feel that I can leave the University of Georgia,”’ Butts

With that simple statement, Butts tossed away an offer which 
must have amounted to at least $200,000. 

Neither Wolfson nor Butts know that this is being written. But 
1 regently had an opportunity to read the letter which Wolfson wrote 
to Zanvy! Krieger, prominent Baltimore attorney, on Dec. 10, 1951. 


—He Didn’t Want a Home on the Range 

The tirst two paragraphs tell the story. 

“With deep regret, I am sorry to have to advise you and 
Mr. MacMillan of my decision that was reached Friday when 
Coach Wally Butts visited with me to discuss the Baltimore 
situation. 

“I was getting somewhat enthused of the possibility of being 
associated in this venture with two high-type men, such as you and 
Mr. MacMillan. Of course, I advised you during our negotiations 
that under no circumstances would I want to get into pro football 
unless I had a man with the character, principles and the friend- 
ship that 1 have for Wally Butts.” 

That’s the story of the only coach I ever heard of who didn’t 
jump at the opportunity to own the club he coached. 

Boih Butts and Dodd have had nurnerous chances to leave 
Georgia and Tech for salaries far exceeding their present income. 
Both elected to stick around. 

In fact, if Dodd had desired he would have been playing Butts 
in the opening game this season, instead of in the November final. 

Texans unzipped their fat wallets and made every effort to 
lure Dodd to the University of Texas after Eddie Price resigned. 
But Bobby scratched his name from the list.

The number ‘‘30”’ to a newspaperman means ‘“‘the end,” a sym- 
bol that sprang up during a long-forgotten past that he religiously 


puts at the finish of each story he writes. 
It may be that twice “30” may designate the #2 
end of the chances for all Fulton County schools >” 
to win football championships or have well- 
rounded gridiron programs in the future. 


The “60 Rule,” which few outside the schools 
seem to know anything at all about, has already 
curtailed and to an extent crippled the football 
programs at some Fulton schools in the two or 
three years it has been in effect. And teams 
from Fulton schools haven’t been setting the | 
football woods on fire during these last few & 
years, when DeKalb schools have had their great- § 
est football expansion and enjoyed their greatest ™ 
over-all success. 

The “60 Rule” simply is that no school may uniform more 
than 60 players, including varsity, B-team and eighth-grade teams. 
For example, if only 30 players are on the varsity squad, the B 
team and eighth-grade teams can average no more than 15 each. 

Coaches at some schools fret and fume over the rule, with 
unused equipment stacked on their shelves and many boys beg- 
ging to be among the chosen 60. The “‘down-under program” for 
younger boys suffers at first, then in a year or so the caliber of 
varsity play begins to show signs of deterioration from lack of 
youngsters with know-how coming up from a sound development 
program. 

Coaches from schools outside Fulton County are aghast when 
they hear of the rule, and all those to whom we talked about it 
said it would be impossible to field good teams year after year 
except in very small schools with such a rule in effect. They fig- 
ure it takes about 100 at least to ‘‘keep them coming.” 

Our fifes say that in 1953, College Park had 63 on the varsity 
squad alone. Smaller Hapeville had 41. 

And it’s the smaller fellows, or ones of less ability, that get 
cut off the squad with such a rule in effect. And, as one coach 
contends, the program should be for everybody. Every boy who 
wants to play should be able to—on some level—even if it’s the 
Z team. \
